TABA, Egypt — The PLO walked out of peace 
talks with Israel on Tuesday, accusing the Israelis 
of trying to back out of an agreement to withdraw 
from occupied lands. 

Nabil Shaath, the PLO’s chief negotiator, charged 
that Israel wants to redeploy its troops rather than 
pull them out of the occupied Gaza Strip and the 
town of Jericho in the West Bank. 

Israel’s withdrawal plan, he said, ran counter to 
the Sept. 13 Israel-Palestine Liberation 
Organization agreement on Palestinian autonomy. 

The Palestinian walkout was the first major snag 
since negotiations began three weeks ago on imple- 
menting the first phase of the autonomy plan. 

Both sides said they wanted to resume the talks. 

The talks in Taba are meant to define how Israel 
will transfer some powers to Palestinians in Gaza 
and Jericho under terms of the Israeli-PLO accord. 

Tuesday’s dispute grew from maps and withdraw- 
al plans the Israelis presented Monday. 

Jewish settlers waged four days of violent protests 
in the occupied territories beginning Friday. 

The Sept. 13 autonomy agreement called for Israel 
to start withdrawing its troops from Gaza and 
Jericho by Dec. 13, but gave it permission to main- 
tain security over Israeli settlements in the vacated 
territories. z 

“We feel that the Israeli interpretation of that 
agreement is quite failing to grasp the meaning of 
withdrawal and its requirements,” Shaath said. 

“The agreement provided for withdrawal by the 
Israeli forces from the Gaza Strip and the Jericho 


area, and not within the Gaza Strip and Jericho 
area,” Shaath said in announcing the suspension of 
the talks to reporters. 

“This is a withdrawal agreement and not a rede- 
ployment agreement,” he added.

Shahak, said the Israelis were not presenting the 
Palestinians with an ultimatum. 

In Israel, Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin said he 
was certain the impasse could be overcome, noting 
such difficulties were’expected since security was 
involved. 

He added: “We will not compromise on anything 
that is linked to the security needs.” 

“Shaath said he was going to Tunis to consult with 
Yasser Arafat, PLO chairman. He suggested the 
Israelis likewise consult their leaders to “come up 
with an interpretation that would allow us to pro- 


ceed smoothly.” 

Shahak told a separate news conference that he 
saw no need for the walkout. He said the Israeli for- 
mula was “a logical plan that could be discussed, 
was discussed, until the moment they decided to go © 
and have consultations.” 

The Israeli general described the suspension as 
“the first obstacle, which surely won’t be the last 
one or the most difficult” in the negotiations. 

On Dec. 13, Israeli troops are to begin withdraw- 
ing and Palestinians are to take over as administra- 
tors in Gaza and Jericho. 

The turnover is to establish the areas as proving 
grounds for an eventual full peace between Israel . 
and the Palestinians. 

Details from the Israeli maps and proposal were 
not divulged, but conference sources said the prob- 
lem involved road corridors that Israel wants to 
establish between Jewish settlements in Gaza. 

The Israeli daily Maariv reported Tuesday that the 
Palestinians objected to Israel’s proposal to use four 
roads linking Gaza’s major settlement areas. 

That would leave Israeli troops on major roads 
that also are to be used by a Palestinian police force 
and Palestinian civilians. 

A map published by Maariv also raised another 
potential problem. 

It showed Israel planning to create a bloc around 
the Gush Katif settlements in the center of the Gaza 
strip, including some land and roads among them. 

That would create an Israeli-controlled swath © 
about six miles long and three miles deep along the 
Mediterranean Sea. 
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Controlled burns may have prevented fires 


LOS ANGELES — If it weren’t for problems like air pollution and urban 
sprawl, endangered gnatcatchers and kangaroo rats, firefighters would be able 
to do more with the oldest tactic in their arsenal: fighting fire with fire. 

Authorities had planned controlled burns in Emerald Canyon, devoured last 
week by a wildfire that ravaged Laguna Beach and the Winchester area of 
Riverside County, where more than 100 buildings were lost. 

Regulations protecting the California gnatcatcher, a small songbird, tied up 
paperwork for Emerald Canyon, and kangaroo rats stalled operations near 
Winchester, said David Neff, resource program manager for the state 
Department of Forestry in Southern California. 

Neff and other officials were quick to point out that fire danger can never be 
eliminated in a desert where housing tracts and lush landscaping often sit next 
to scrub hills that would ignite with a spark. 

“In a sense, people who choose to live in the California wildland put them- 
selves in their own harm’s way,” said David Matis, chief of the Riverside 
County Ranger Unit of the California Department of Forestry. 


U.S. new home sales soar in September _ 


WASHINGTON — Low interest rates are finally working their magic on the 
economy. Sales of new homes in September unexpectedly soared to nearly a 
seven-year high, and the government’s economic forecasting gauge pointed to 
healthy growth into next year. ; 

“People have been putting off purchases for some time ... but now they’re 
saying, “Enough is enough. I need a new home or a new car and now’s thé time 
to do it because the interest-rate environment is so good,” said economist 
Mark Zandi of Regional Financial Associates in West Chester, Pa. 

New home sales rocketed 20.8 percent to a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
762,000, the highest level since December 1986, the Commerce Department 
said Tuesday. 

The big increase was shared by all regions except the Northeast. 


Wisconsin set to test new welfare plan 


WAUSAU, Wis. — During his 1992 campaign, President Clinton popular- 
ized the idea of a two-year limit on welfare benefits. 

On Monday, the Clinton administration waived federal welfare rules to allow 
Wisconsin to test the latest and most radical of welfare innovations put forward 
by Republican Gov. Tommy G. Thompson. 

Thompson’s proposal, dubbed “Work, Not Welfare,” will be tested in two 
counties beginning in 1995 under a plan passed by the Legislature last month. ° 

Jim Malone, a spokesman for the Wisconsin Department of Health and 
Human Services, said the experiment is designed to get welfare recipients 
accustomed to working, even if it is a minimum-wage job. 

Under the plan, welfare recipients must find full-time work within 30 days of 
signing up for welfare, and the money they make on the job will be deducted 
from their government checks. If recipients can’t find work, they can be 
assigned jobs in the community by the government. 


Utah shooting witness killed while sleeping 


MURRAY — Police say they are investigating several leads in the shooting 
death Tuesday of a 17-year-old Murray girl who was a witness to the gang- 
related killing of her uncle in September. 

Monica Vigil was shot several times in her bedroom by an assailant who 
apparently fired through an open window about 3:45 a.m., said Murray Police 
Chief Ken Killian. 

He said investigators were looking into several leads, including possible links 
to gang violence and to Vigil’s ex-boyfriend, whom she had complained about 
to police earlier. 

Killian said the ex-boyfriend and others had been questioned, but no arrests 
had been made. 

Vigil was a witness to the shooting death of her uncle, Aaron Chapman, 17, 
at a Triad Center concert in Salt Lake City on Sept. 1. After a preliminary 
hearing, 17-year-old Asi Mohi was bound over for trial on a first-degree felony 
murder charge. : 

Salt Lake County Attorney David Yocom said three witnesses had contacted 
prosecutors following the killing to discuss police protection. But he said Vigil 
had made no such request, nor had she reported any threats.

LDS Church 
gets more 
Russian 
membership

Early prophecies made by the 
prophet Joseph Smith regarding The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints in Russia are finally beginning 
to be realized today, said Gary L. 
Browning at a Campus Devotional in 
the de Jong Concert Hall Tuesday 
morning. 

Browning, a professor of Germanic 
and Slavic languages, quoted a 
prophecy made by Joseph Smith in 
1843 when mission calls were extend- 
ed to apostles Orson Hyde and 
George J. Adams. 

The two.were called to serve “in 
that vast empire of Russia,” with 
which, Joseph Smith continued, “are 
connected some of the most important 
things concerning the advancement 
and building up of the Kingdom of 
God in the last days, which cannot be 
explained at this time.” 

Although those two missionaries 
never made it to Russia, missionary 
efforts today have begun to overcome 
some of the obstacles that have 
restrained LDS Church growth in the 
land, Browning said. 

“Among: the factors that inhibited 
our missionary work was the millen- 
nium-long and very rich heritage of 
the Russian Orthodox Church, so 
tightly interwoven into (the) society’s 
cultural, educational and political 
lives,” he said. : 

Other factors that limited LDS 
Church growth in the land were the 


«seven decades of official atheism, 


which left many Russians with 
decreased spiritual capacity, 
Browning said. 

“Nevertheless, a golden layer of 
Russians remained, prepared by the 
Spirit and receptive to the gospel 
message,” he said. 

Browning, who served as president 
of the Finland Helsinki Mission from 
1990-93, said that when he first 
arrived there were about 175 Russian 
and Estonian members. By the time 
he had completed his mission, Russia 
had been divided into three missions, 
each containing approximately 750 
members, Browning said. ~ 

“Factors that did and continue to 
contribute to the growth of the 
Church in Russia include a dissatis- 
faction with ancient dogmas and rigid 
ideologies that forbade open inquiry,” 
Browning said. 

Several other factors leading to the 
growth of the LDS Church in Russia 
include favorable press coverage of 
the LDS Church, the Mormon 
Tabernacle Choir and visits by BYU 
performing groups, general authority 
meetings with Russian members and 
friends and the work of “superb mis- 
sionaries,” he said,

Sponsored by 
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Supreme Court decisions 
must keep justice In mind 


The Supreme Court’s Monday decision to hear two potential landmark 
cases involving Miranda rights brings criminal justice procedures to the 


forefront once again. 
And it won’t be without controversy. 


Rights have been disputed since the beginning of time. In fact, a reli- 
gion professor on campus recently opined that the unrighteous would 
probably be dragged to the judgment bar “kicking and screaming for 


their rights.” 


In any case, rights make for an interesting discussion — especially 


involving criminals. 


The Miranda v. Arizona ruling in 1966 requires law enforcement offi- 
cers to advise suspects in custody that they may remain silent and may 


contact a lawyer prior to questioning. 


Once a suspect invokes his or her right to a lawyer, all duesuonae must 


Cease. 


Of course, the right to counsel is fair and just — as is the right to refuse 
to answer questions. The entire justice system of the United States of 
America is built on the premise that all suspects are innocent until 
proven guilty, as well as the corollary that it is better to let a guilty per- 
son go free than to incarcerate the innocent in the name of safety. 

But in recent years, the protection of rights has swung a little too far to 


one side. 


These days, defense lawyers are expert at finding small technicalities 
with which to invalidate convictions. Unquestionably incriminating evi- 
dence is being banned from courtrooms because a police officer did not 
rigorously adhere to a lengthy list of rules and regulations in collecting 


it. 


In short, we’ve become far too interested in protecting rights at the 
expense of justice. Now, too many proven criminals still roam the streets. 

Federal appeals courts were right to uphold convictions of two murder- 
ers despite technical difficulties with Miranda rights procedures. Time 
will tell what the Supreme Court does with those decisions. 

Certainly we should not dismiss rights, and officers should not disre- 
gard them. They are an intrinsic part of our justice system. But we also 
need to take a step back and look at where our present road is taking us 


— and whether we can live with the consequences.

Taylor extensively as predicting a nuclear disaster and uses LDS scrip- 
tures to prove his points — Freeborn also told me he has been excom- 
municated. But he says he isn’t trying to start,a church or lead people 
astray. All he wishes to add to LDS theology is that he knows the tim- 
ing of the holocaust. 

He sent a letter to the editor to The Daily Universe last week. Across 
the top he wrote the following:

But at 4:05 
p.m., the voice of the spirit said to me, “What about those thousands at 
BYU, they have a right to know, don’t they?” So here I am at 4:19 p.m. 
putting it in the mail to Tad Walsh (sic). I’m recording it in my history 
and journal I listened to the spirit.” 

Actually, Freeborn didn’t put it in the mail for more than a week. 
When he did, he included a personal note to me, emphasizing that “The 
Daily Universe can help thousands!” He quoted Doctrine and

Finally, he wrote: “Do a good story (but tell the truth) about me and 
my warning and save thousands of lives.” 

Of course, the truth includes passed deadlines — Freeborn has pre- 
dicted the world’s demise by nuclear war before, only to see his date 
pass without event. For example, Freeborn said the world would end in 
1984. While BYU did win a National Championship in football that 
year, a certain location did not freeze over and the end of the world did 
not literally come to pass. 

The letter to the editor, which Freeborn titled “World War III,” 
included the following: 

“This winter people will die like flies because nobody will help 
them.” 

“T have said 100 million people will die in the United States without 
any warning.”

I assume the after is a way of avoiding a specific deadline for the end 
of his “prophecy.” 

Regardless, Freeborn seems to be a nice enough guy, and it’s clear he 
isn’t out to steal anyone’s money. He offers oodles of information to 
anyone who will send a self-addressed, stamped envelope to him at 
P.O. Box 1000, Parowan, Utah, 84761. He hopes some people will add

on how to protect yourself against the fallout when it comes and scrip- 
tural justification for his beliefs that a nuclear war is inevitable.

Together 
they’ ve created Skavoovee ’ 93. 

“Last year more people were let in 
the concert than were allowed,” said 
promoter Dave Merkley. “We didn’t 
turn anyone away.” 

The Special Beat was formed in 
1989 by former English Beat mem- 
ber, Ranking Roger and former 
Specials band members John 
Bradbury and Neville Staple. 
Together they compose the latest in 
ska music, an era of music they’ve 
successfully kept alive. 

“Ska is music to smile by,” Merkley 
said. “It’s meant to let your troubles 
go and have fun.” 

In 1990, the Special Beat was nomi- 
nated and awarded as concert of the 
year for their performances in Salt 
Lake City and Portland. 

The Skatalites are the true legendary 
ska band of the five groups perform- 
ing. They created ska when they 
began playing together in 1962. They . 
were first recorded as the Skatalites in 
June 1964. 

The Skatalites have over 200 origi- 
nals and have recorded thousands of 
other known songs. They have per- 
formed with many well-known 
Jamaican artists such as the early 
Wailers with Bob Marley. 

After the founding member of the 
Skatalites, Don Drummond, died in 
1969, most of the members stayed 
together. 

The Selecter was formed in 1979, 
split up in 1981, and they reformed in 
1991 keeping their ska legacy living. 

The Toasters are a ‘skanking’ group 
who made their first record label in 
1984. 

The Special Beat last performed in 
front of a Utah audience in October, 
1992. 

“T had so much fun last year,” said 
Steve. Estes, 22, a junior international 
relations major from Cocoa Beach, 
Fla. “It was outrageous - there was 
lots of adrenaline.” 

“You’re not going to have more fun 
going to another concert,” Merkley 
said. 

“They put on a good show - I am 
definitely going back this year,” Estes 
said.

Other defensive nominees were Wyoming defensive end Kurt Whitehead, 
Colorado State defensive back Andre Strode and Fresno State defensive end 
Brad Bell.

Some speculate the Chiefs might bench Montana for a month or more in a 
desperate effort to get the nagging injury healed for good. 


“You just have to see how (the hamstring) progresses,” coach Marty 


Schottenheimer said. ““We certainly don’t want it to be chronic. Then, he’s less 


than 100 percent for the long haul. 

“We'll just have to take it and see how it unfolds. It could be a week. It could 
be a couple of weeks. This is basically a new injury, I believe, of the same mus- 
cle. It’s the same muscle, but this one appears to be higher up.” 

All in all, Sunday’s 30-10 loss at Miami was a miserable afternoon for the 
Chiefs and their quarterback, who started the day by passing two kidney stones.

Orem family 
unharmed in 
shooting

Residents of a northwest Orem 
neighborhood were awakened by a 
drive-by shooting. Tuesday at 12:30 
a.m., but no one was injured in the 
incident, said Orem Police Sgt. 
Gerald Nielsen. 

Three to five shots were fired into a 
house with what police believe was 
either a 9mm pistol or a .38-caliber 
handgun, Nielsen said. Police found 
three’ slugs inside the house. One was 
fired through a window, another 
through the window casing and the 
third traveled through a wall, he said. 
Neighbors claim they heard five 
shots. 

A family of four was asleep inside 
the house when the shooting 
occurred, Nielsen said. The parents 
and their two children, one adult and 
one teen, were unharmed. 

A neighbor-heard the vehicle speed 
away, but was unable to identify the 
make or model, Nielsen said. 

Police said there does not appear to 
be any evidence of gang affiliation 
involved in the shooting incident. No 
motive has been determined, Nielsen 
said. 

“This does not happen often, but we 
have had others (drive-by shootings) 
in Orem,” he said. 

Investigators will use two of the bul- 
lets found in the home for ballistics 
tests.

Agrelius invented “In Your Face,” a 
catd game with a video. Some cards 
allow players to get revenge on one 
another, Agrelius said. 

“It’s a party game, but not a game 
for people with fragile friendships or 
wimpy personalities,” he said. 

“In Your Face” is aimed toward all 
age groups — his 4-year-old daughter 
even enjoys playing it, Agrelius said. 


Agrelius licensed “Extinction” from 
someone else, but he produced and 
promoted the game himself. 

He described it as “dinosaur 
rummy.” Players collect herds of 
plant-eating dinosaurs and preserve 
their herds from  meat-eating 
dinosaurs. The players also protect 
their dinosaurs from Catastrophe 
cards, which include theories on how 
the reptiles became extinct. 

““Extinction’ is more complicated 
and kind of educational, ” Agrelius 
Saide 7.

Packwood offers details; 
committee wants diaries

WASHINGTON \— A fuming Sen. 
Bob Packwood offered Tuesday to 
turn over “every scintilla of informa- 
tion” in his diaries on efforts to have 
lobbyists hire his former wife. The 
Senate Ethics Committee said no; it 
still wanted the diaries themselves. 

The second day of argument over 
access to Packwood’s diaries moved 
from legal theories to new disclo- 
sures. 

It was Packwood himself who told a 
rapt chamber that the committee 
raised questions about his “helping 
Mrs. Packwood find employment and 
linkage to’ official duties.” Packwood 
said the job solicitations involved four 
people but did not elaborate. 

The core of the arguments focused 
on this question: Can the committee 
gain access to material containing 
potential evidence of misconduct 
ranging beyond earlier allecations of 
sexual harassment? 

Packwood offered to provide all 
diary entries on the employment 
opportunities for his former wife, 
Georgie, in addition to his long-stand- 
ing proposal to turn over everything
